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U.S. Will Ask 
‘Squarely’ if 

Soviet Wants 
Envoy. Talks 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
The United States is ready to 
ask Russia squarely if it wants 
to start negotiations now on a 
diplomatic level toward a “sum- 
mit” conference, it was learned 
Thursday. 


A high Administration source 
said U.S. Ambassador Liewellyn 
E. Thompson Jr. when he re- 
turns to Moscow Friday will put 
the question to Russian Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko. 


Thompson also will sound out 
Gromyko on diplomatic-level dis- 
armament moves and other 
East-West problems, the source 
said. 


At the same time there was 
speculation here that Russia 
might consent to a first step dis- 
armament agreement in order 
to improve relations with the 
West for the next 10 or 12 
years, This is the period 5So- 
viet leaders have indicated their 
country needs to catch up with 
the Unted States in overall in- 
dustrial production. 

The decision to get the ball 
rolling on diplomatic talks was 
made during a conference of 
President Dwight PD. Eisen- 
hower, Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles and Thompson 
Wednesday. 

Before leaving Moscow a 
week ago Thompson conferred 
with Gromyko and outlined US. 
views on preliminary negotia- 
tions for a summit meeting. 
Gromyko repeated Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikolai A. Bulganin’s de- 
mand for holding the high-level 
conference without  prelimi- 
naries. 

However, Gromyko said he 
would take the U.S. proposals 
under study. The Soviet an- 
ewer could spell if and how 
soon talks will start. 

Meanwhile, new Soviet Am- 
bassador to the U.S. Mikhail A. 
Menshikov was due here Thurs- 
day. He was fiying in late in 
the afternoon to. Baltimore's 
Friendship Airport aboard one 
of Russia's new jet airliners. 

When he presents his ereden- 
tials to President Eisenhower, 
Venshikov ts expected to reveal 
new Soviet thoughts on 
East-West relations. 

The possibility of a disarma- 
ment agreement is not being 
overlooked here in the light of 
certain factors confronting the 
Soviets. Experts see reasons 
why Kremlin leaders want a 
period of relative calm to catch 
up in industrial production, 
solve homefront problems, and 
tighten their grip on Eastern 
Europe. 

A summit conference. with 
some agreement, such as dis- 
armament, would promote the 
more relaxed atmosphere believ- 
ed to be the Sovet goal in world 
affz.irs. 

At home the Soviets are fac- 
ing growing unrest on the part 
of writers, students, some ele- 
ments of the army and farmers. 
Behind the Iron Curtain, they 
fear new unrest in the satellites 
which could lead to a Hungary- 
type explosion. The East Ger- 
man regime recentiy ordered an 
increase in workers’ output, a 
move that could cause the Reds 
trouble.

Karasawa did 
not say at the time whether 
98 of the 1,259 detainees who 
say they prefer North Korea 
would be allowed to go there.

Reaches Open Sea 


Soya Breaks Loose 


The Antarctic expedition ship 
Soya succeeded In getting out 
of the ice trap into the open 
sea at 1:30 p.m. yesterday (7:30 
p.m. JST), according to an an- 
nouncement by the Antarctic 
Observation Headquarters in 
Tokyo last night. 

The successful escape from 
the icefloes came 46 days after 
the Japanese icebreaker was 
trapped in the ice last Dec, 25. 

A message announcing the 
breakout was received by the 
Maritime Safety Agency from 
Manji Matsumoto, captain of 
the Soya late yesterday evening. 

Katsujiro Shimasue, director 
of the Maritime Safety Agency, 
said last night that the distance 
between the Soya and the U.S. 
icebreaker Burton fsland, which 
was rushing to its rescue, was 
about 510 nautical miles yester- 
day. 


The Japanese  icebreaker, 
which had one of its propeller 
blades broken, was sailing at 
about 10 nautical miles per haur, 
and it was expected that the 
two ships would meet each 
other early tomorrow morning, 
Shimasue said. 

He said the agency would in- 
struct the Soya immediately re 
garding actions it should take 
in the future. 

Seisuke Inada, Education vice 
minister, said last night that he 
hoped that the main Antarctic 
observations would be success 
fully carried out with the co- 
operation of the U.S. icebreaker. 


Fuchs Off Course 
WELLINGTON, New Zealand 
(INS)—The British trans-An- 
tarctica expedition reported a 
serious mishap Thursday night 


on its historic journey from 
the South Pole to Scott Bay. 

Dr, Vivian Fuchs, the party's 
commander, radioed that two 
of the expedition’s SnoCats, the 
all-purpose tractors on which 
they depend a great deal, fell 
into icy crevasses. Fuchs said 
both had been pulled out but 
that the steering mechanism of 
one was broken. 

Fuchs gave his location as 28 
miles south of Depot 700, the 
mountain base established by 
Sir Edmund Hillary and his 
New Zealanders 500 miles from 
the Pole. 

The British reported they 
were off thelr course and were 
trying to get thelr bearings. 
They were not expected to radio 
further information for several 
more hours,

ROK Seizes 
Fish Boat; 
Protest Seen 


MOJI (Kyodo)—A 92-ton fish- 
ing boat with 13 men aboard is 
feared to have been captured 
early yesterday morning by a 
South Korean patrol boat out- 
side the Rhee Line in waters off 
southwestern Korea, 


It was the first reported sei- 
zure of a Japanese fishing craft 
since the return to Japan Feb. 
1 of the first group of 300 fisher- 
men released by South Korea 
under the Japan-ROK agree- 
ment on mutual release of de- 
tainees. 

The boat believed to have 
been seized is the Nitto Maru 
No. 8 of the Nitto Fishery Co. of 
Shimonoseki. 

The Maritime Safety Agency 
patrol boat Amakusa iritercept- 
ed an emergency message from 
the Nitto Maru shortly after 
midnight Wednesday. The mes 
sage said the fishing craft was 
challenged by a South Korean 
patrol ship while operating in 
waters 90 miles west of Taek- 
buksan Island, located south 
west of Mokpo. 


The Amakusa, which kept in 
contact with the Nitto Maru, re- 
ported to the MSA office in Moji 
that the last message from the 
boat was received.at 1:15 a.m. In 
the message, the fishing vessel 
reported it had been stopped by

Envoy Seeks

WASHINGTON (INS)—South 
Korea Wednesday sought US. 
support in keeping the Rhee 
Line off the agenda of the forth- 
coming Geneva conferenes on 

the seas, 

Korean Ambassador You Can 
Yang asked the State Depart- 
ment to help his country pre- 
serve the line which separates 
the Korean Strait between 
Japan and Korea “until Korea 
is reunified.” 

In a 30-minute conference 
witir Deputy Assistant Secretary 
of State Howard Jones, Yang 
said Jones expressed the feel- 
ing there was some justification 
to the Korean request, 

The ambassador said the Rhee 
Line gives Japan as much of 
the Korean Strait “as we have.” 
In addition, he said the arbi- 
trary line has two major func 


tions, These are—the conserva- 
tion of fisheries and defense 
purposes. 


He said: “Many people think 
the Korean war is over. It is 
not, It is merely suspended.” 

In light of this fact, Yang 
said the continuation of the 
line is necessary to “prevent in- 
filtration” of the Korean Repub- 
lic by North Korea, China or 
Japan. 

At the same time he said he 
questioned the validity of the 
ancient doctrine of the three 
mile limit at a time when the 
world is faced with a “mon- 
strous aggressor”’—communism 
—which “wants to conquer 
freedom.” 

Yang said the line “should 
not be disturbed” until Korea 
is unified and no. longer faces 
a possible Red aggression. 

Once that has been accom- 
plished, then he said Japan and 


Korea could “sit down and 
reevaluate the need for the 
Rhee Line.

Kishi made these statements 
in reply to Liberal-Democralic 
interpellator Hideji Kawasaki, 
who attributed the outcome of 
the Jan. 12 Naha mayoral elec- 
tion to the “poor” U.S. military 
dministration in Okinawa. 
awaraki said it is now the 
will of all Japanese to see the 
administrative authority over 
Okinawa returned to Japan. 

The Prime Minister said the 
gap between Japan's and 
America’s thinking on the Oki- 
nawan ‘ssue was “so wide” that 
he failed to reach an agreement 
during his persohal talks with 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
in Washington iast June. 


The Japanese Government, 
Kishi said, again informed the 
U.S. authorities of its stand on 
the Okinawan issue following 
the Naha mayoral election. 


Stating that Washington ap 
parentiy does not completeiy 
understand the “actual situa- 
tion,” on Okinawa. Kishi said 
his Government would strive 
for “deeper” U.S. understanding 
of the “real situation in Oki- 
nawa.”

Two US. PRs 
Say Continue Tests 


NEW YORK (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—Two noted American scien- 
tists Wednesday urged the con- 
tinuation of nuclear tests by 
the United States. 

They flatly rejected arguments 
advocating suspension of tests 
contained in a petition signed 
by 9,000 scientists and recently 
presented to the United Nations. 


In the current issue of Life 
magazine, Dr. Edward Teller, 
one of the world’s foremost 
nuclear scientists, and theoreti- 
cal physicist Dr. Albert Latter, 
denounced the arguments in the 
petition as “at best half truths” 
“misleading” and “dangerous.” 


Tellier and Latter maintained 
that continued testing of nuclear 
weapons does not seriously en- 
danger the health of present or 
future generations and that 
while it is theoretically true 
that testing could be halted by 
international agreement, there 
would be no way of preventing 
the Soviet Union, “a notorious 
violator of agreements,” from 
restarting them secretly. 


They also argued that tests 
by the US. are leading to a 
“clean” bomb—that is one with 
little or no radioactivity. 

“If we stop testing now and if 
we should fall to develop to the 
fullest possible extent these 
clean weapons, we would unnec- 
essarily Kill a great number of 
noncombatants in any future 
war.” . 

The two men also argued for 
continued testing on the ground 
of the potential benefits to man- 
kind from the furtherance of 
free scientific inquiry. 

“When we talk about nuclear 
tests, we have in mind not only | 
military preparedness but also 
the execution of experiments 
which will give us more insight 
into the forces, of nature,” they 
said, 

If testing continued at its 
present rate, radiation levels 
might increase by five times, but 
even with this increase it was 
extremely unlikely anvone 
would receive a lifetime dosage 
of as much as five roentgens 
from fallout, Teller and Latter 
explained. (Exposure to 100 
roentgens is considered “dan- 
grerous.”’) 

Discussing the health of fu- 
ture generations the scientists 
said radiation from atomic tests 
would increase the chance of 
mutations in human genes by 
only about’ 0.1 per cent—an 
amount they termed “insignifi- 
cant.” 

They also maintained there 
was every evidence to indicate 
that mutations due to radiation 
were not different mutations re- 
sulting from other causes, and 
that “to insist that all mutations

MOSCOW ({(AP)—I. V. Kur. 
chatoyv, the Soviet Union’s top 
atomic scientist, said Thursday 
effects by Soviet physicists in 
controlling thermonuclear reac- 
tions are “very close to the 
achievements reported in Eng- 
land.” 


Kurchatov said Soviet phy- 
sicists will report on their work 
in this field at the second inter- 
national conference on peaceful 
uses of atomic energy at Geneva 
next September. 

He did not give any details of 
Soviet efforts in this direction 
beyond saying they are being 
developed “on the basis of ideas 
laid out In 1950 by Soviet acade- 
micians A. D. Saharov andl. E. 
Tamm.” 

Kurchatov, director of the 
Soviet Academy of Science’s In- 
stitute of Atomic Energy, made 
the statements in answer to a 
series of questions presented by 
Pravda correspondent In con- 
nection with Western press re- 
ports of recent successes by 


Soviet A-Reaction Control 
Said Very Close to U.K.’s 


British and U.S. scientists in con- 
trolling thermonuclear reactions. 

“The efforts of Soviet physi- 
cists in this field are being 
developed in several directions,” 
he said. 

He reported on one of these 
branches of Soviet research at 
Harwell, Engiand, in 1956, he 
added. In August 1956, he con- 
tinued, two Soviet scientists I. N. 
Golovin and L. A. Artsimovich, 
delivered a further report on 
the subject at the cosmic elec- 
trodynamics symposium in 
Stockholm. 

Kurchatov also said the So- 
viet Union invented the idea of 
international cooperation in the 
use of nuclear and thermonu- 
clear energy for peaceful pur- 
poses. 

Comme iing on President 
Fisenhower's call for interna- 
tional cooperation in this field, 
Kurchatov said he was happy 
the U.S. President has joined 
the Soviet Union in its appeal 


for such cooperation.

British Educator Laments 
Generation of No Writers 


By KENICHI OTSUKA 


A Church of England mis- 
sionary and woman educator in 
Kobe, whose residence in Ja- 
pan dates back 59 years, laments 


that a generation is growing up } 


in this country of Japanese 
who can’t write after six years 
of elementary education. 


Miss Leonola E. Lea blames 
this phenomenon on. the t- 
war system widely used in jes a- 
nese schools under which 
pupils, instead of having to 
write their answers to ques- 
tions, have merely to tick off 
the right answers. 


“This is killing the art of 
writing,” deplores the principal 
of St. Michael’s International 
School and §shoin Junior Cok 
lege, @ women’s college. She 
warns that Japanese teachers 
“must now think of how to give 
written homework to the pupils 
for the sake of their future.” 


The principal of St. Michael's 
International School (which 
runs a six-year primary school 
and a three-year junior high 
school with curricula exclusive- 
ly in English) urges all Japa- 
nese parents seeking admission 
for their children to send them 
first to Japanese schools, 


Only when they insist does 
she grant admission. “I am 
keen on Japanese children get 
ting Japanese education. I do 
not like Nipponjin banare no 
shita Nipponjin” (un-Japanese- 
like Japanese), 


Miss Lea who has been “very 
much interested in the differ- 
ent sets of changes” in differ- 
ent postwar periods in Japan— 
“under General MacArthur, im- 
mediately after the peace treaty 
and lately"—says none of the 
actions and reactions in any 
period have been extreme. “In 
some countries they can be ex: 
treme.” 


She has noticed in the last two 
years a “more settied<iown” 
feeling. “Unpleasant memories 
have faded and prejudices have 
gone. The young people are 
able to weigh the pros and cons 
of things. They have developed 
an unbiased mind, which is an 
extremel¥ encouraging sign.” 


Miss Lea came to Japan 59 
years ago at the age of two, 
daughter of the Rev. Arthur Lea, 
an Anglican missionary who 
served in Japan from 1897 until 
his retirement in 1935 and who 
died at Atlantic Beach, Fia., last 
month. 


She lived in Japan until she 
went home to England in 1912

for her education. She studied at 
the University of London. After 
teaching in’ Toronto, Canada, 
from 1921 .to 1927, she returned 
in the same year to Japan, 
where she has lived ever since, 
except for two furloughs, 


She remained in Japan during 
the war because, being Canada- 
born, she couldn't be taken home 
on either a British or American 
exchange boat, “My great privi- 
lege,” she says, “was to witness 
the way Japanese Christians re- 
mained faithful to their belief.” 


The Kempeitai secret police 
were “very alarming” but “I 
received the most gentlemanly 
treatment from them personal- 
lv” (she was never interned). 
“I shall never forget the kind- 
ness of individual Japanese 
Christians who came and left 
food secretly in my kitchen.” 


She speaks admiringly of the 
stamina shown by the Japanese 
when they were burned out of 
the homes by the bombs. “There 
were no tears, nobody cried. 
Within three weeks one man 
built a little house of old bricks 
with bicycle wheels for win- 
dows. He ew flowers that 
blossomed a st immediately 
right in the middie of the de- 
bris. It was amazing.” 


“What do I think of the Japa- 
nese? Why, it is like asking me 
what I think of the English 
people,” she laughs softly, “I 
have been here so long it is dif- 
ficult to judge. I have never 
formed first impressions be- 
cause I have grown up with the 
Japanese.” 

The petite, benign, smiling, 
qguiet-spoken English woman 
educator thinks “now is the im- 
portant time to teach real 
patriotism” to Japanese chil- 
dren,

First, let us see how mary 
American TV film series are 
currently being shown and how 
many of them are dubbed for 
the local audience, 

Radio Tokyo presents 10 series 
a week including the popular 
“Adventures of Superman.” of 
these only “Martin Kane” tele 
vised eyery Saturday night is 
in the original English except 
for the voice of the narrator 
who explains the development 
of the situation from time to 
time. 

NTV shows seven American 
films including “Dragnet” and 
“Alfred Hitcheock Presents.” 
All of them have Japanese dia- 
logue except the introductory 
and concluding parts of “Al 
fred Hitcheock Presents” in 
which Hitchcock himself ap- 
pears to make some spicy com- 
ments. 

NHUK-TV presents four films 
weekly Including “Dr. Chris 
tian” and “Highway Patrol,” 
all in English with Japanese 
titles. 

This survey gives the vital 
answer to this whole question 
—that a foreign film does not 
pay when presented in its orig: 
inal language and aponsors do 
not like it. 

When informed of complaints 
from foreigners, Koji Kisoyama 
of NTV aaid requests to pres 
ent American films in English 
dialogue come even from the 
Japanese who consider the 
Japanese dubbing seriously im- 
pairs the film. 

“Nevertheless,” he said, “we 
will not change our policy of 
dubbing American films be 
cause such requests ropresent 
only the voice of the minor!

New Type Cement 
Water Repellent 


A new type of cement which 
cannot get wet—even when sub- 
merged in water, K is claimed— 
has been developed in Britain. 
The cement can be left In atand- 
ard paper bags in jungle. condi- 
tions or monsoon rains without 
setting solid afterward, 


The development means that 
major engineering and construc. 
tion projects can soon go ahead 
without delays due to adverse 
weather, the mandfacturers 
state, 


The product is being manufac- 
tured and marketed In bulk by 
a major British cerment concern. 
The development is the result 
of an all-British research project 
initiated some eight years ago. 


In effect, each fine particle of 
cement is coated during manu- 
facture with a waterrepelient 
chemical, which will remain in- 
tact until broken by the abrasive 
action of mixing with sand or 
gravel, This new type cement, 
given the name Pectatrete is 
acid resistant and concrete made 
by it is much less waterabeor- 
bent than normal concrete. 

So effective is this coating 
thit, whereas normal cement in- 
creases its weight by 63 per cent 
after exposure to the atmos- 
phere, Pectacrete adds only 5 
per cent to Ks initial weight, 
the manufacturers further 
claim. (LPS)

Japan sports leaders 
yesterday served notice to 
the Government that its 
Athletic Bureau scheduled 
to be revived in July 
should not go the ways of 
the militarists again. 

The warning was contained 
in a two-point request concern- 
ing the reactivation of the bu- 
reau, 

While fhaking the warning 
the sports leaders agreed ‘to 
press for the restart of the Ath- 
letic Bureanw in time for the 
opening of the Third Asian 
Games May 24 to June 4. 

Tokyo plays host to the Asian 
“Olympics” in which 20 ooun- 
tries have signified Intention to 
participate. 

The two-point request wae de- 
cidec in a board meeting of the 
Japan Amateur Athietic As- 
sociation, held at the Kishi 
Athletic Hall. 

The request was expected to 
be made to the government im- 
mediately, although the exact 
time for that could not be as 
certained. 

The wartime government 
athietic office was liquidated by 
the Occupation authorities on 
grounds that “it worked for the 
ennancement of militarism.” 

A movement to reorganize the 
Athletic Bureau gained moment- 
um last year. Supporting it was 
‘he Sports Council, an advisory 
organ to the government. The 
holding of the Third Asian 
Games and plans to bid for the 
1964 Olympic Games in Tokyo 
were cited as other causes for 
its revival. 

The final step to revive the 
Athletic Bureay came upon the 
Education Ministry succeeding 
in gaining approval for such an 
catablishaent m ite overall 
budget estimates for the next 
fiscal year beginning April 1. 

The Finance Ministry while 


recognizing the creation of the 
bureau did not specify the 
amount of funds to be allocated 
it, however. 


The Japan Amateur Athietic 
Association eaid, in its request 
to be presented the Education 
Ministry:

WASHINGTON (Kyodo)—The 
Japanese Embassy will submit 
& protest against the United

Japan and India 

The signature by Japan and India of a trade agree- 
ment and yen credit arrangement is a welcome step for- 
ward to closer economic relations between two of the most 
important commercial nations of Asia. 

Although Japan has benefited in the past from cul- 
tural influences that have come to her from India, mainly 
through China as an intermediary, commercial relations 
have never been very close, but we see big possibilities 
for the future, 

Under the terms of the pact just signed, both countries 
have agreed to grant the other most-favored-nation treat- 
ment as to customs, imports and exports, foreign exchange 
transactions, travel and residence, shipping and navigation 
and various forms of business activities, 


The ven credit agreement, which puts at India’s dis- 
posal a spending capacity of ¥18,000 million, will be used 
for the purchase of Japanese railway equipment, electric 
power generators, dam construction equipment, ships, har- 
bor requirements, machine tools, industrial machinery and 
other heavy goods and such other items as may be agreed 
upon by the two Governments. Although this credit can- 
not be considered large, it would seem likely to be of real 
value to India at a time when her plans to industrialize 
and raise the living standards of her people are costing a 
lot of money that it is by no means easy for her to find. 
And India’s shortage of foreign exchange need no longer 
be an obstacle to this country doing more business with 
the subcontinent. 

India plans to get loans from various Western coun- 
tries and as these materialize she should be able to go 
ahead with confidence with the second Five-Year Plan 
launched last year. The spectacle of Japan helping India 
in this noteworthy effort to improve the prospects of her 
vast population should prove a rewarding one, quite apart 
from any material profits which may be realized by the 
businessmen of both countries. As a source of useful min- 
@rals India should find a good customer in Japan, and 
other Asian nations, as they develop their industries, may 
nliso expect to be valued customers. The value of the min- 
erals produced in India during the first six months of last 
year was 570 million rupees. This is 120 million rupees 
more than the figure for the corresponding period of Iast 
The increase was mainly due to the higher produc- 
tion of iron ore, chromite, coal, copper, lead, zinc, manga- 


nese and mica. 


Japan's special interest in Indian minerals finds its 
highest level in the matter of iron ore. Japan and India 
may soon revive plans to ask the United States for a $20 
million credit to help expand India’s iron ore exports for 
the special benefit of Japan's steel industry. The unexpend- 


éd portion of President Eisenhower's Asia Economic De- 
velopment Fund has been suggested as a possible source. 


The greater part of this $100 million fund has not yet 
been put to use and the balance will lapse on June 30. 
Therefore, there would seem to be a note of urgency here. 
But definite plans have not yet been decided upon. A sur- 
vey team submitted its report to the Indian Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry at the end of last month and it 
is believed that India could supply Japan with up to eight 
million tong of iron ore annually, If this should come 
about, it would be a signal boon to Japanese industry. 
Talks on a joint mine development contract are expected 
to open in New Delhi early in March. 

India has made public her intention to withdraw her ap- 
plication of Article 35 of the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade, generally known as the “escape clause,” to Japan 
at the earliest possible opportunity. This was made clear 
in the Indian note of reply to Japan's request for the with- 
drawal of the GATT provision sent a short time ago, As 
India is a member of the Commonwealth of Nations this 
act of goodwill is appreciated here, and there must be a 
hope that other Commonwealth countries will soon follow 
suit. Japan’s trade with India has shown remarkable 
growth of recent years and, with the removal of this vexa- 


tious obstacle, it is likely to grow still more rapidly in the 
future. 


Fears have been expressed in some quarters that the 
Indian Government’s tendency to experiment with social- 
ism may be an obstacle to India’s foreign trade. We be- 
lieve such fears have been exaggerated. India would seem 
to be seeking a middle way so that private enterprise 
and public ownership of facilities can go hand in hand. 
Speaking in Bombay on Monday, Prime Minister Nehru 
Said the gap between the rich and the poor could only be 
removed by governmental intervention. If the free market 
were to have its own way, the gap would become wider. 
Private enterprise was good, but private enterprise as 
known in the 19th century was as dead as a stone. Even 
in the United States, he added, the private sector in the 
old sense was no more. He called upon businessmen to 
study the economic plans of the Government and empha- 
sized that the basic need was dynamism which, he said, 
was developing in India. 

We believe that Japanese businessmen with contacts 
with India have also observed this growth of dynamism 
and they welcome it as affording greater opportunities for 
commercial developments between the two cotntries, 


With the new agreements, their hopes should be consider- 
ably realized.

What has been coming out of 
Russia recently makes me won- 
der whether Khrushchev and 
the other ruling men have had 
any clearer idea than we have 
had in the West about What 
business might be done at the 
summit, The Kremlin, to be 
sure, has published a list of pro- 
posals it would like us to ac- 
cept. And we, in turn, have 
put out a list of proposals which 
we say that the Soviet Union 
ought to accept. But the com- 
mon characteristic of the two 
lists, if each is regarded as a 
whole, is that both are based on 
the idea of unconditional sur- 
render—the Russian on the sur- 
render of the West, and our Hst 
on the surrender of the Rus- 
asians, 


This must be known to 
Khrushchev and his colleagues, 
and therefore the question is 
why he keeps on calling for a 
meeting at the summit when 
on the face of the public record 
there can be no agreement 
reached when we ‘get there. 
The answer to this question 
may be that as long as the 
West stood opposed to a meet- 
ing, as long as Dulles just didn’t 
want to negotiate with the Rus 
sians, the Kremlin had a free 
ride for its propaganda. ‘The 
Soviet Union wanted to n 
tiate for peace. Mr. Dulles did 
not want to negotiate for peace. 
Who, then, was the hope of the 
world? Could anything have 
been easier? 


But, once the Western pos!l- 
tion began to unfreeze, as it has 
been doing since the NATO 
meeting in Paris in December, 
the Kremlin has been having to 


Asahi Shimbun voiced dis- 
satisfaction with the Justice 
Ministry's draft bill designed to 
punish influence-peddiing by 
Dietmen and Government offi- 
cials.

Ume Blossoms 


The blossoms of ume (Japa- 
nese apricot) are welcomed as 
the first flower of spring. Their 
scent and pure whiteness make 
them one of the most admired 
plants of the country. Although 
sakura (flowering cherry) and 
kiku (chrysanthemum) may be 
more popular today and are re- 
garded as the symbols of the 
nation, in ancient days ume was 
the first fowery In the Manyo- 
shu, the ancient collection of 
poems, there are 119 poems on 
the ume. 

Even today, ume are valued 
garden trees, and are also made 
into bonsai or potted dwarf 
plants. Shochiku-bai (pine- 
bamboo-apricot) are the sym- 
bois of happiness, so often used 
as the theme for paintings. 
These three plants are also ar- 
ranged in vases or planted in 
one pot. 

The plant and blossom are 
now generally called ume but 
formerly the name was pro- 
nounced “mume.” Its botani- 
cal name is Prunus Mume, and 
Japanese and English  dic- 
tionaries published by James 
Hepburn in 1868 write the name 
“M'me.” 

There are many dar®e ume 
orchards or -gardems in many 
parts of the country, and in the 
blossoming season of Febru- 
ary and early March, many 
make a special trip to these 
places to view the blossoms. 

It is closely related to the 
dally life of the people. Besides 
the flowers, the fruit is indis- 
pensable as daily food. It is 
pickled and called ume-boshi. 
On New Year’s Day, the people 
take their first cup of tea with 
ume-boshl. Ume-shu or an al- 
eoholic drink made with the 
fruit, tasting like cherry bran- 
dy, is very popular. 

To obtain the fruit, there are 
vast ume orchards, which also 
attract visitors during the flow- 
ering month. 

There is a Noh play called 
Ume-gae (apricot branch). A 
Buddhist priest visits the town 
of Sumiyoshi, and at the house 
he stops, he sees many splendid 
old dancing costumes. When 
he asks the story behind the 
costumes, he is told that they 
were left by a dancer named 
Fuji who was killed by a rival 
dancer. Impressed by the story, 
the priest recites Buddhist 
prayers for the spirit of the 
deceased dancer. Thereupon the 
spirit of the dancer’s wife ap- 

ars as a dancer, and dances 
the classic dance of Saibara be-

If this is correct, then it could 
mean that as a’ meeting of the 
summit becomes a practical 
possibility, the Kremlin is con- 
cerned, as we in our own way 
are coneerned that it should 
not end in a disastrous dis- 
agreement. If such a disagree- 
ment is to be avoided, the 
meeting must be given business 
to do which is small enough to 
be manageable, like the Lacy- 
Zarubin business about cul- 
tural exchanges, and is yet ap- 
petizing ‘enough to lead on to 
more business. 

if what Khrushchev means 
is that he wants a big meeting 
with a small and very limited 


agenda, he is likely to be listen- pos 


ed to carefully. 

But he must realize that even 
a small and limited agenda will 
have to be negotiated carefully. 
One might hope it would be 
negotiated in the spirit and 
with the competence of the 
Lacy-Zarubin negotiations, For 
Khrushchev, as an old habitue 
of cocktail parties, should know 
that what some people treat as 
a mere appetizer, others would 
regard as a whole meal.

For Middle East Security

The meeting of the Ministerial 
Council of the Baghded Pact 
just concluded in Ankara has 
resulted in a further strengthen- 
ing of the pact. As the com- 
munique puts it, the pact its 
now a strong and cohesive 
organization representing the 
best hope for safeguarding 
peace, liberty and independence 
in the area. 

The meeting was provided 
with a loud preliminary fanfare 
of publicity by the Soviet For- 
eign Ministry which accused 
Dulles of going to Ankara to 
impose rocket bases on the 
Moslem members of the pact. 
There was, of course, never any 
intention of raising this sub- 
ject, although indications seem 
to have been tHat some, at 
least, of the Moslem members 
would not at all mind having 
long-range rocket bases on 
their territory. 


The real work done in 
Ankara was quiet and humdrum 
compared with the sensational 
hostile forecasts, It followed a 
regular pattern of a frank ex- 
change of view on the inter- 
national situation and  con- 
sideration of reports of the mili- 
tary, economic and other com- 
mittees. All that the press and 
radio correspondents can ob- 
serve first hand is the opening 
and closing session, to which 
they are admitted. 


The opening speeches have 
not at any of the council meet- 
ings been composed of careful 
platitudes. Leaders of delega- 
tions always give a pretty clear 
indication of points that they 
intend to follow up in private 
talks and, in this particular 
case, Moslem members were evi- 
dently determined to press 
Britain and the United States 
for the wherewithal to intensify 
the organizition’s activities on 
both the military and economic 
sides. 


Nuri es Said of Iraq, more- 
over, laid much stress on the 
Palestine problem. There were 
parallel Anglo-Turkish talks tak- 
ing place about Cyprus. These 
and other obvious cross cur- 
rents led to a crop of rumors 
that the pact was in disrepair. 
This unwarranted speculation 
did not allow for the possibility 
of honest talk without recrimi- 
nation between equal partners. 


Discussion of such questions 
by the council did not cause 
them to lose sight of the fact 
that its foundation is the desire 
of the peoples of the area for 
security from Communist im- 
perialism. It was fully aware 
that since the last meeting in 
Karachi six months or 80 ago, 
Communist imperialism has in- 
creased its effort to dominate 
the Middle East. 

On the military side, the com- 
munique confirmed the exist- 
ence of a combined military 
plannin, staff envisaged at the 
Karachi meeting and announc- 
ed that combined staff training 
exercises will be held in the

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near future. On the economic 
side, the main piece of news 
was the decision of the United 
States to off.r a further $10 
million to finance work in im- 
proving the telecommunications 
network between the pact capi- 
tale. Valuable offers of techni- 
cal assistance were also receiv- 
ed from the Governments of 
Iran and Turkey. 

The main economic emphasis 
is to be on improved communica- 
tions of all sorts which are es- 
sential if the economic pulse of 
the area is to beat more strong- 
ly. An effective Technical Assis- 
tance Program on the lines of 
the Colombo Plan is now in ope- 
ration and as Selwyn Lioyd 
said, Britain is particularly 
proud of the pact’s nuclear cen- 
ter in Baghdad, for the creation 
of which she has been respon- 
sible.

The communique shows that 
member states of the Baghdad 
Pact are vigilant against ways in 
which communism exploits na- 
tionalist sentiment, fear of war, 
economic distress, the plight of 
Arab refugees and so forth. The 
Baghdad Pact is proving a steady 
opponent and a formidable ob- 
stacle to Communist ambitions. 
Without its existence, the Middle 
East would indeed be in a vul- 
nerable and parlous condition.

DR. SEISHI KIKUCHI 

New member of the Atomic 

Energy Commission 

Dr. Seishi Kikuchi who has 
been elected member of the 
Atomic Energy Commission suc- 
ceeding Dr. Yoshio Fujioka is 
known for his study on the dif- 
fraction of electrons, popular in 
the world of physics both at 
home and abroad

Kikuchi’s re- 
port on electro 
nic diffraction, Kikuchi 
published while he was a 26- 
year-old assistant at the former 
Physico-Chemical Research In- 
stitute did not win him the 
Nobel Prize because researches 
on the same subject had al- 
ready begun both in Britain 
and the United States about a 
year before. 

His thesis, however, made his 
name world-known and in 1932 
carried off’ the Mendenhall 
Prize and the Japan Academy 
Award. 

The Mendenhall Prize was set 
up in memory of the late 
Thomas C. Mendenhall, an 
American physicist who once 
taught at Tokyo University and 
awarded to Japanese phy- 
sicists ahd astronomers, Kiku- 
chi was the first recipient of 
the prize which does not exist 
at present. 

he assumption of the AEC 
post by Kikuchi, commonly 
acknowledged as one of the top 
authorities on nuclear physics, 
has been hailed by various cir- 
cles since the development of 
atomic energy in the world is 
heading in the direction of nu- 
clear fusion from nuclear fis- 
sion, 
The 56-year-old atomic scien- 
tist was born as the fourth son 
of Dairoku Kikuchi, Education 
Minister in the closing years of 
Meiji and head of a great 
scholastic family, and was 
brought up in an academic at- 
mosphere. 

After graduation from the 
Science Department of the for- 
mer Tokyo Imperial University, 
predecessor of the present To 
kyo University, in 1926, Kikuchi 
entered the former Physico- 
Chemical Research Institute 
(the present Scientific Research 
Institute) and there he -continu- 
ed his study under the late Dr. 
Yoshio Nishina, pioneer of nu- 
clear physics in Japan. 

He conducted researches us- 
ing a 600,000-electron-volt cyclo- 
tron, the first of its Kind ever 
built in this country. 

In 1950, he was invited to 
California and Cornell Univer- 
sities. While in the United 
States, he carried on his study 
using the world’s biggest 300 


million-electron-volt synchro- 
cyclotron. 
After returning home, he 


built a two million electron-volt 
cyclotron in Osaka University. 

In 1951, Kikuchi was award- 
ed the Cultural Medal and in 
1955 he-was named chief of the 
Tokyo University Nuclear Re- 
search Institute which was built 
in the town of Tanashi in west- 
ern Tokyo. 

He is now teaching both at 
Tokyo and Osaka Universities. 

A man of big physique and

Europe Fears 


the Germans

PARIS (INS)—It’s 25 years 


since Adolf Hitler rose to power 


in Germany and 13 years this 
apring since he was crushed, 
but Hitler’s war still plagues 
Europe, 


It shapes or colors the think- 
ing of Europeans on such new 
problems as whether the Ger- 
mans, now allies, can be trusted 
with missiles and atom bombs. 

There is aimost a folk-fear of 
this among many Europeans. 
They haven't yet forgotten the 
horror of Nazi invasion, attack 
or occupation, 

Even the Germans are a little 
fearful of their past and re- 
luctant to go too far too fast 
toward rearmament, 

Among other Buropeans the 
holdover fear and repugnance 
of the Nazis is working in favor 
of the Communist idea to ban 
nuclear weapons from Germany, 
Poland and Czechoslovakia. 

This plan advanced by the 
Poles has an appeal for many 
Europeans for whom the Ger- 
man still is a bogeyman—the 
enemy in two terrible wars 
within the memory of the liv- 


ing. 

Btrangely, the feeling against 
the Germans seems to run high- 
er in Britain than in France, 
traditionally the enemy of its

neighbor across the Rhine. 

There are many reasons. 
While France feels its future 
now is tied more closely than 
ever before to its continental 
neighbors, Britain sees a new 
and potentially colossal econo- 
mic rival growing in Europe. 

While France has recovered, 
for the most part, from its years 
under German occupation, the 
British are reminded almost 
daily of the German blitz by 
“bombed area” signs in London 
and other British cities, 

If this was not enough, the 
London popular press makes 
certain the English do not for- 
get. The popular London dail- 
jes, with cireulations in the mil- 
lions, don’t let up on the Ger- 
mans, 

They take occasional side- 
swipes at the Japanese, but the 
German is the main target. It 
is as though the publishers de- 
cided they can sell more papers 
by reminding readers of Ger- 
man crimes of the past. 

One of the biggest and most 
influential London dailies, for 
instanee, headlined its Bonn 
story before the German elec- 
tions last September with the 
boldface charge that the Ger- 
mans were after the English- 
man,
